are times, 

when the war stretches out un- 

expected fingers and touches you. 

‘There are things, little ones, 
which flash, like. lightning, down a 
black obscuring cloud, and make for a 
moment a rift through which some 
circumstance of No Man’s land stands, 
clear etched unconsciously upon our 
‘consciousness, _ 
, So, rambling through certain halls 
in the Art institute, we came upon a 
fragment of broken glass. It glowed 
green as an emerald, refiecting the 
sun’s rays from its broken edges. In 
& case, upon a smooth, satiny, white 
card, it lay. Nothing much to waste 
& moment upon, you may say with jus- 
tice, except for the legend printed upon 
the card. “ Fragment of stained glass 
from a cathedral at Ypres, brought 
by R. H: Martin; Canadian medical 
corps.” And nothing much even then 
till the story that lies back of the 
legend grips you with ite tentacles of 
grim romance. 


It was a moonlight night at Ypres.’ 


All day the battle had rolled and roared 
from front to front, the ebb and surge 
tearing, as do the waves of the sea 
in a storm, at building, and rampart, 
and earth, and scattering the débris 
far and wide with ruthless hand. Then 
night fell. The stars came out and 
the moon. Long shadows played over 
the day's destruction. Showers of fall- 
ing sparks, bombs bursting high over 
the lines cut the dark.
